To Organize the Militia throughout the State of South-Carolina, 
in conformity with the act of Congreſs. "+ 


HERE. Ag it is neceſſary to organize the militia of this ſtate in conformity with the act of 
congreſs, in that cas made and provided: Be it therefore enacted by the honourable the Preamble 
| ſenate and houſe of repreſentatives now met and litting in general aſſembly, and by the authority of 
the ſame, that from and :mmediately after the paſſing of this act, the whole of this ſtate ſhall be divi- 
ded into two diviſions, · and te each diviſion there ſhall be a major general, one of which diviſions, The ſlate dividz 
ſhall comprehead the diſtricts of Charleſton, Georgetown, Beaufort, Cheraw, Camden and Orange- ed into diviſi- 
burgh, except the Dutch Fork between Saluda and Froad rivers z and the other ſhall com- rs MII 
prehend and include the diſtricts of Ninety Six, including the Dutch Fork between Saluda and Broad N 5 3 
rivere, Waſhington and Pinckney ; and in the firſt diviſion there ſhall be five brigades, one for Charle- Jors 
ſton diſtrict, except Colleton county regiment ; one for Beaufort and Orangeburgh, including Col- 
leton county regiment; one for Georgetown, one for Cheraws, and one for Camden diſtri ; in the 1 
ſecond deviſion there ſhall be four brigad-s, one for Abbeville and Edgefield counties; one for Laurens the ff. 
and Newbury counties, including the Dutch Fork; one for Waſhington diſtrict, and one for Pinck- 
ney diſtrict; and that as ſoon as the governour or commander in chief of this ſtate ſhall be informed of 
the organization and arrangement of the militia regiments of this ſtate agreeable to the proviſions made pour in the 
by this act, he be and is hereby authoriſed and required to iſſue his proclamation notity ing the fame, ſecond. 
from and immedately after which the militia commiſſions of all ſuch perſons as ſhall nut he re- elected Commiſſions, 
and confirmed iu the1ank and grade they may hold under the laws of this tate, ſhall be vacated ; but Va" ated. os

Providee s 
always nevertheleſs, that wherever there ſhall be any company of artillery, cavalry or infantry aſſoci- 
ated uniformed and in commiſſion, which on the 2oth day of June next ſhall conſiſt of at leaſt forty Uniformed

And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that in caſe of any conteſted election, the e 9

mander in chief for the time being to commiſſion under his hand and ſeal, ſome fit and proper perſons

And be it further nacted by the authority atocſaid, that each brigade ir ſpeciot ſhall receive for 


his pay fifty pounds per annum, excluſive of the pay he may be entitled to receive when called into 
actual ſervice. | | 


And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that all ſcrjeants and corporals ſhall be appoint- | 


ed by the captains of the different companies; and that each and every company created by virtue of 
this act, ſhall have a place of rendezvous at which they ſhall reſpectively aſſemble once in every two 
months, except in Chaleſton, Georgetown and Camden z where tliey ſhall aſſen bie once a month, by 
companirs. for the purpoſe of training, diſciplining and improving iu maitial cxerciſe, ard ſhall not

pardon any puniſhment to which any militia man be ſentenced by a general cou t martial. | 


And be it further enaQed by the authority atoreſaid, that it ſhalland may be lawful to and for any 
majorgeneral, or brigadier general, or commencing officer ot a brigade, or lieutenant colonel com- 


mandant, or commanding officer of a regiment, when, and as often as any invaſion may happen, to 


a6 crder out the militia under their retpectire comman's for the defence of this ſtate, giving notice of 


ſuch invaſion and every circumitance attending the ſame, as carly as peſiible to their immediate com- 
manding officer, by whom ſuch information ſhall be tranſmitted to the wovernour or commander in 
chief by expreſs, the expence of which ſhall be immeviately paia: And, that in caſes of inſur- 
rections, the commanding officer of the regiment or battalion within the limits of which any ſuch 
inſurrection may happen, ſhall immediately aſſemble his regiment or battallion under arms, and 


having tranſmitted information thereof to the eommanding officer of the brigade, and to the major 


general of the diviſion, and to the governour or commander in chief, ſhall proceed to take ſuch 
m-aſuies to ſuppreſs luch inſurrection as to any three of the judges or juftices of the county or 
diſtrict in which ſuch inſurrection ſhall happen, ſhall appear moſt proper and effectual; and if any 

erſon be wounded or diſabled while in a. ua) ſervice in oppoling any invaſion or inſurrect ion, or 
fr ſuppreſſing the ſame. he ſhall be taken care of and provided for at the public expence with- 
outregard to the rank ſuch perſon may hold. 


And whereas it is proper to aſcertain the compenſation which ſhall be allowed to the militia 


when they may hereafter be called out into actual tervice by order of the executive authority of this 
late; be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that in future when the militia of this 
ſtate, or any part thereof be called out into ſervice within this flate, by the authority of the 
laws thereof each commiſſioned officer ſhall be entitled vo, and ſhall receive the ſame pay and 1ations 
as are allowed to the officers of the ſame rank of the federal army by the laws of the UnitedStates ; 


that the pay of a ſerjeant, drum major, and fife my in lieu of all other demands, ſhall be _

2. Whether if they ever had ſuch right they retained the ſame till the act of conſiſ- 
cation aforeſaid, or diveſted themſelves by any dereliction or ceſſion previous thereto. 
3. Whether, if they ſtill retained their right until the ſaid act of confiſcation, the ſaick 
lands ought to be reſtored, or a reaſonable compenſation made to them. In the courſe of 


their reſearches, relative to the foregoing objects of enquiry. Your.committee have not, 


been able to meet with any evidence or documents, or any well founded tradition that 
the Chickaſaw nation, or this part of them, ever could lay claim to the ſaid Iands as the 
indigenes, or native proprietors of the ſoil. Neither have 10ur ſaid committee been able 
to find any written, or other evidence, of the ſaid lands having been conveyed to them, 


by any. ſpecial grant of the King of Great- Britain, or any other power or perlons thereto 


entitled. In the journals of the proceedings of the Kings c uncil under the royal go- 
vernment 25 May 1765. they have found and extracted the following information on, 


the ſubjet—* His honour the then lieutenant governor Bull, informed the board, that he. 
had received a letter from Mr. Galphin. to whom he had wrote about running the Chic k- 


afaw lands, deſiring his honour to.ſend up the copy of the plat formerly run; that he. 


had directed the clerk to ſearch all the offices for it, but that he had reported that no 
| ſuch plat was to be found, and therefore propoſed to give an order to the ſecretary, to 


prepare a ſpecial warrant of ſurvey, for a tract of land (being that now claimed) contain- 
ing 20000 acres on Savannah river, between horſe creek and a creek further up the river and, 
to be run as near the old lines as poſſible, if they could be traced and that the plat when 
run ſhall be returned and certified, and that a grant ſhall be prepared to ſome body in 
truſt for his majeſty, ſubject to the diſpoſition and direction of the governour and council in 
which opinion the board concurred and adviſed his honour accordingly, Your committee 
further report, that in conſequence of ſuch order of the governour and council, the ſur-

afford preſumtive evidence of their right of ownerſhip. But theſe circumſtances are en- 


countered and inval. dated by others equally ſtrong. The Chickaſaw Indians never poſ- 


ſeſſed any lands, within the limits of this ſtate as a nation; but always reſided at a great 

diſtance. The petitioners or their anceflors conſiſted but of a fmall number of individu. 

als, who not inheriting, or being capable of acquiring ſaid lands by conqueſt could only 
have occupied the ſame as tenants, at will or by ſufferance of the former royal government. 
This preſumption ſeems to be confirmed by the tenor of the grant aforeſaid ; 
for your committee cannot ſuppole ſo much injuſtice in the gevernour and coun 
cil, and contrary to the policy and conduct they then affeaed, or practiſed with 

reſpect to the allied Indian nations, as that they would aſſume the right 
and power of diſpoſal of ſaid lands, without the conſent and ceſſion of the ſaid Indians, 
previouſly obtained on treaty by purchaſe or otherwiſe, or that the ſaid Indians to -whom 
it could not remain a ſecret, would not have remonſtrated reſpefting this violation of 
their right or required an equivalent — Ihe con mittee are therefore of opinion as to the 
no firſt queſtions, that the ſaid Chickaſaw Indians either never had a right as native 
proprietors of ſaid lands, or by conqueſt or other mode of acquiſition, or if they ever had 
muſt have ceded the fee ſimple of and in the ſame to the royal government previous
